SYSTEM HAS BAD FEATURES.

Arguments in Favor of Sobstituting
Post Checks for Money Orders,

An object lesson showing the effects
anl expensivencss of the postal money
order system was glven n few days
ngo o several members of the House
Postotlice Committee by Captaln Henry
A. Castle, auditor for the Postofice
Diepnrtment,

Mr. Castle firet conducted his visit-
ors to the “apditor's lNbrary,” ax It Is
enlled.  Here are 7.000 loose-leaved
binders, each making a volume lurger
than the Iargest counting house ledger
and welghing 16 pounds.  These 7,000
binders are filled annually with post
masters’ stntements of money orders
lesued and paid, which are sent to the
nuditor's office with the 46,000,000
money orders lssued anuanlly as vouch
“ra.

The purty next vigited the “machine
room,” where scores of the high-sal
arled clerks were operating adding ma
chines which verified the additions of
the money order statements sent v
by postmasters. More than 150,000 or
dors are dally handied in this room.

The visitors then went to the “round
tnble” room, where other clerks were
distributing an  average of 150,000
money orders dally. The orders are
thenes taken (and the party followed
them) to forty desks where nimble-
tingered operators, mostly young wom-
en, separate them by towns In each
Btate, arranged alphabetically.

The money order vouchers are now
ready to be checked with the accoants

pert clerks were found doing th)a’.
From the checkers the money orders
are tled in bundles, properly lxbeled
and filed in the archives of te audi-
tor's office for seven years, 88 required
by Inw, The postmasters’ suitements,
constituting the ncomuué). are filed in
the loose-leaf binders gs deseribed and
are ready for entry/in the ledgers of
the burean where the accounts are
kept, The 7,000-volumes of the state-
ments are pregerved also for n term
of seven yenfs,

sue third amd fourth clags postmasters
got the entire fee of three cents.

The paying of the orders, the book-
keeplog and the transmitting of them
to Washington entall a heavy outlay
for sularies, without a penny of com-
pensating revenue; so that, In addi-
tion 1o the loss of time In golng to the
postoflice, applying for money orders
tionnl pecuniary loss to the
ment.
